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INTRODUCTORY. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


]\[r.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  second  annual 
report,  the  thii  ty-first  report  presented  to  you  by  successive  Medical 
Officers.  In  several  respects  the  condition  of  the  Borough  during 
1905  has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  death  rate,  16.2  per  1,000, 
is  far  below  any  previously  recorded  deatli  rate,  that  of  1903  (17.1) 
being  the  lowest  hitherto.  The  deaths  from  Tuberculous  Diseases 
numbered  191,  which  is  25  per  cent,  less  than  the  deaths  during 
any  of  the  previous  five  years.  I  have  not  found  records  previous 
to  1888,  with  which  this  can  be  compared,  but  as  far  as  our  records 
go  this  gives  the  lowest  Tuberculous  Diseases  death  rate.  If  the 
public  will  grasp  the  importance  of  fresh  air,  light,  and  cleanly 
habits  in  eradicating  this  disease  we  may  expect  to  see  a  great 
reduction  in  this  rate,  which  is  still  far  too  high. 

The  outbreak  of  Smallpox  which  continued  from  1904  came  to 
an  end  in  June.  In  all  there  were  100  cases  during  1905.  The 
epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  reached  its  highest  in  1901,  has 
been  steadily  decreasing  ever  since.  Not  only  is  the  number  of 
cases  during  1905  the  lowest,  but  in  each  of  seven  months  of  the 
year  the  number  of  cases  notified  per  1,000  of  the  population  was 
less  than  in  the  corresponding  month  of  anj^  year  since  the  Noti¬ 
fication  Act  came  into  force. 

I  have  to  record  the  death  of  Inspector  Hindmarch,  which 
occurred  on  December  20th.  He  entered  the  service  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  as  Inspector  of  Nuisances  on  January  9th,  1874,  and 
carried  out  his  duties  energetically  until  his  health  failed  a  few 
months  before  his  death.  His  knowledge  and  experience  with 
regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  were  very  extensive, 
and  I  hope  the  tradition  of  his  efficiency  will  continue  to  inspire 
the  Health  Department.

Area  of  Borough. — 2,399  acre.s,  including  inland  water  (5.) 
acre.s),  but  excluding  foreshore  and  tidal  water  (246  acres). 


Population. — The  Registrar-General  estimated  the  population 
of  the  Borough  to  be  at  June  30th,  190.o,  109,360.  Tlie  density  of 
population  per  acre  is  45.5. 


The  following  Table  giving  the  estimated  population  of  the 
several  Wards  has  been  worked  out  on  the  assumption  that  the 
ratio  of  the  population  to  the  number  of  burgesses  in  each  Waid 
ha.s  remained  the  same  as  at  the  last  census.  The  total  agrees  very 
well  with  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate.

Births. — ^The  number  registered  during  the  year  was  3,501, 
being  204  less  than  during  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  BIRTH¬ 
RATE  OF  32.01  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  births  were

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  3.5,  whilst  for  1904  it 
was  3.2. 

Deaths. — 1,775  deaths  were  recorded  as  belonging  to  the 
Borough,  934  being  males,  and  841  females.  The  proportion  of 
male  to  female  deaths  is  thus  1,110  to  1,000. 

This  number,  1,775,  includes  the  deaths  of  141  persons  who  died 
in  Harton  Workhouse,  13  in  Sedgefield  Asylum,  5  in  the  Fleming 
Memorial  Hospital,  Newcastle,  4  in  the  Royal  Infirmary,  New¬ 
castle,  4  in  Whiteleas  Smallpox  Hospital,  1  in  the  Floating  Hospital, 
Jarrow,  1  in  Sunderland  Workhouse,  1  in  Sunderland  Infirmary, 
and  1  in  H.M.  Prison,  Durham.  These  171  persons  all  belonged  to 
the  Borough,  but  at  their  decease  were  in  these  institutions  on 
account  of  sickness  or  infirmity.  Similarly  three  deaths  occurring 
in  South  Shields  Institutions  among  persons  belonging  to  other 
districts  have  been  excluded  (see  the  Local  Government  Board’s 
definition  of  “  non-residents,”  page  36). 

On  this  figure,  1775,  the  DEATH-RATE  is  equal  to  16.2  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  This  is  the  lowest  death-rate  on  record 
for  South  Shields.  The  death-rate  has  never  before  been  below 
17,  and  on  only  three  occasions  below  18  per  1,000.

Uncertified  Deaths. — During  1905  there  were  74  deaths  the 
causes  of  wliicli  were  not  certified  by  the  Coroner  or  by  medical  men. 
Of  tliese,  34  were  deaths  of  children  under  1  year.  The  number 
of  uncertified  deaths  is  very  high  and  compares  very  unfavourably 
with  the  proportion  for  the  whole  country.  There  were  in  addition 
74  other  deaths  regarding  which  inquests  were  held.  During  1904 
the  number  of  inquests  and  uncertified  deaths  was  155. 

Deaths  in  Public  Institutions. — 250,  i.e.,  one-seventh  of  all 
the  deatlis  registered  during  the  year  occurred  in  public  institutions. 
This  number  is  made  up  of  the  171  deaths  mentioned  on  page  7, 
GO  in  the  Ingham  Infirmary  and  19  in  the  Denes  Fever  Hospital. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of 
age  wa.s  509,  which  is  equivalent  to  an  INP\4NTILE  MORTALITY 
RATE  of  145  per  1,000  births.  Last  year  the  rate  was  144.  There 
is  here  an  opiDortunity  for  a  great  saving  of  life.  •  Public  attention 
has  been  repeatedly  called  to  this  important  question  in  South 
Shield-!  and  throughout  the  country.  The  Local  Gove.rnment 
Board  tin's  year  asks  for  detailed  information  regarding  these  deaths, 
and  for  this  purpo.se  have  drawn  up  Table  VI.,  which  de.serves 
careful  study. 


Zymotic  Diseases. — The  seven  piincipal  Zymotic  Disea.ses

The  birtli-rates  and  total  deatli-rates  are  all  less  than  in  1904. 
The  same  is  true  for  the  whole  country  in  the  case  of  the  deaths 
from  Zymotic  Diseases  and  deaths  under  1  year.  In  South  Shields 
the  Zymotic  death-rate  has  increiused  b\'  about  5  per  cent,  while 
the  Infantile  Mortality  late  is  practically  the  same.

This  Table,  for  the  last  ten  years,  shews  that  our  birth-rate, 
though  it  has  been  throughout  considerably  higher  than  that  of 
the  whole  country,  is  declining,  and  even  more  rapidly  than  that  of 
Kngland  and  Wales.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  death-rate  for 
South  Shields,  lb. 2,  and  that  for  England  and  Wales,  15.2,  are  both 
lower  than  any  previously  recorded.  Jollier  information  with 
regard  to  our  birth-rate  and  death-rate  will  be  found  in  Table  V.

The  outbreak  of  Smallpox  at  the  end  of  1904  continued  into  the 
first  half  of  1905,  and  reached  its  greatest  height  in  January.  After 
April,  the  number  of  cases  fell  rapidly.  The  last  case  was  admitted 
to  Hospital  on  June  10th,  and  since  this  date  the  Borough  has  been 
free  from  the  disease.  The  accommodation  at  the  Hospital  was 
sufficient,  and  at  no  time  was  there  any  overcrowding  of  patients.  , 

Special  reports  on  the  outbreak  were  submitted  to  the  Health 
Committee  in  January  and  March.  The  substartce  of  these  is  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  Annual  Reports.  Of  the  100  cases,  43  were  infected 
by  cases  previously  removed  to  Hospital.  Thirty-two  of  these  43 
were  under  the  observation  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
as  “  contacts,”  and  were  in  consequence  taken  to  Whiteleas  as  soon 
as  the  disease  could  be  detected.  In  only  three  instances  did  any 
further  infection  take  place  from  these  contacts.  Two  of  these  3 
cases  were  inmates  of  a  Common  Lodging  House  in  which  all  the 
lodgers  had  refused  re- vaccination. 

The  steps  taken  to  stamp  out  the  disease  were  the  same  as  in 
previous  years.  The  names  and  addresses  of  about  650  contacts  ” 
— persons  who  had  been  with  the  patients  since  the  disease  had 
appeared —  were  obtained,  and  5,457  visits  were  paid  by  the 
Inspectors  to  them.  Vaccination  was  urged,  and  accepted  by  283 
contacts,  and  disinfection  of  clothing,  bedding,  and  rooms  was 
carried  out.  Members  of  the  infected  households  to  the  number 
of  445  were  removed  to  the  Contact  house  at  Whiteleas  while  dis¬ 
infection  was  being  carried  out  at  their  homes.  Small  handbills, 
drawing  attention  to  the  danger  of  mild  cases  of  Smallpox  being 
overlooked,  and  urging  medical  advice  in  all  cases  of  skin  eruptions, 
were  distributed  in  various  parts  of  the  town.  In  January,  at  the 
height  of  the  outbreak,  two  temporary  Inspectors  were  engaged  to 
help  in  the  visiting  of  contacts.

Particulars  of  the  various  gioups  of  cases  are  given  in  the  Tal)  e 
below.  I  would  dra\\  attention  to  Grou])  5.  The  first  patient 
had  suffered  from  Smallpox  for  a  fortniglit,  and  the  nature  of  his 
illness  was  not  detected  until  the  ten  other  members  of  the  family 
contracted  the  di.sea.se.  The  cases  of  Grou]}  27  were  the  only  ones 
which  occurred  in  a  Common  Lodging  House  oi  a  Seamen’s  Board¬ 
ing  House.  It  was  necessary  to  remove  the  inmates,  about  30  in 
number,  and  disinfect  the  premises  on  three  occasions.  The  trouble 
and  expense  to  the  town,  and  the  difficulty  in  eradicating  the  di.s- 
ease  in  this  instance  illustrate  the  danger  of  the  Common  Lodging 
Hou.se  as  a  means  of  spreading  infectious  di.sea.se. 

A  ca.se  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  family  of  an  emidoyee  at  a 
laundry.  Tlie  work  of  the  Health  l)e])artment  was  heljied  in  every 
way  by  the  Manager,  and  there  was  nospread  of  tlie  disease  from 
this  centre. 

In  the  Table  showing  tlie  condition  of  the  jiatients  as  regards 
vaccination,  it  will  be  .seen  that  there  were  ten  eases  under  10 
years  of  age.  Of  these,  only  one  sliowed  signs  of  vaccination.  He 
had  only  one  vaccination  mark  and  but  one  Smallpox  spot  !  The 
three  deaths  were  of  persons  over  40  years  of  age. 

The  Public  Vaccination  Officer  informs  me  that  during  the  year 
2,887  successful  primary  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Public 
Vaccinatoi-s  ;  forty-three  exemption  orders  were  granted  ;  and  15 
children  were  found  to  be  insu.sceptible.

Chickenpox. — From  January  1st  to  August  25tli,  327  cases  of 
Chickenpox  were  notified.  This  disease  was  made  compulsorily 
notifiable  on  April  10th,  1902,  and  ceased  to  be  notifiable  on  August 
25th,  1905. 


Scarlet  Fever. — 227  cases  were  notified,  and  6  deaths  occurred 
from  this  disease.  160  of  these  cases,  of  which  3  died,  were  re¬ 
moved  to  Hospital.  Not  only  is  this  the  lowest  number  of  cases 
notified  in  any  year  since  the  adoption  of  the  Notification  Act  in 
1891,  but  in  seven  months  of  1905  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  was 
less  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  any  previous  year  since 
that  date.  Since  the  epidemic  of  1901,  when  1,263  cases  were 
notified,  the  number  of  cases  has  steadily  fallen.  The  type  of  the 
disease  was  mild,  as  usually  occurs  at  the  end  of  an  epidemic.

“Fever.” — 84  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified,  of  which 
23  died.  The  “fever”  death  rate  per  l.OtKl  of  the  ])opulation 
was  ()-2l.  No  ca.ses  were  notified  as  Contimied  or  Relapsing  P'ever. 
The  diagnosis  was  doubtful  in  7  instances. 

Fifteen  of  the  cases  were  “  secondary  ”  cases,  that  is,  infected 
hv  ca.ses  previously  notified.  Nine  ca.ses  were  infected  outside 
the  Borough,  and  w'ere  chiefly  seamen.  Our  position. as  a  .seaport 
e.xposes  us  to  infection  from  this  source. 

Tal)le  VII.  shows  that  the  distribution  of  Typhoid  Fever  through¬ 
out  the  Borough  was  fairly  uniform. 

The  “  Fever”  attack  rate  per  1,000  of  tlie  population  was  0.77. 
This  is  higher  than  it  has  been  for  the  previous  three  years. 

Fifty-si.\  of  the  ca.ses  notified  during  the  year  were  removed 
to  hos])ital. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup.-  The  fear  e.xpressed  in  last 
year’s  annual  report  that  Diphtheria  was  likely  to  increa.se  in  the 
Borough  ])roved  well  founded  ;  103  cases  were  notified  din  ing  1905, 
of  whieh  24  died.  Tliis  is  the  largest  number  yet  notified,  and  the 


death  rate  from  tlie  disease,  0.22  per  1,000  of  the  population,  is 
higher  tlian  in  any  year  since  1891. 

I  would  again  urge  the  necessity  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  in  which  Diphtheria  may  be  treated 
with  safety.  Hospital  treatment  is  of  peculiar  advantage  in  this 
disease,  as  careful  and  skilful  nursing  is  required  in  severe  cases. 
A  bad  case  of  Dijihtheria  cannot  be  properly  treated  in  a  poor 
tenement.  Diphtheria  is  prevalent  in  the  neighbouring  districts, 
and  the  increase  of  recent  years  seems  likely  to  continue. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Four  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the 
year,  and  four  deaths  were  registered. 

Erysipelas. — 117  cases  were  notified;  of  these  2  died.  Three 
other  deaths  from  this  disease  occurring  in  the  Harton  Work- 
house  among  South  Shields  inmates  are  included  in  our  returns. 

Typhus  Fever,  Cholera,  Plague. — Xo  cases  of  the.se  diseases  were 
notified  during  the  j^ear. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea. — There  were  59  deaths  from  this  disease, 
giving  a  rate  of  0.54  per  1,000  of  the  population.  51  of  the  59  deaths 
occurred  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year,  the  time  at  which  this 
disease  usually  becomes  serious  ;  5  occurred  in  the  fourth  quarter  ; 
and  3  in  the  second  quarter. 

It  is  important  to  notice  that  50  of  these  deaths  were  of  children 
undei'  1  year,  and  only  one  over  2  years  of  age. 

The  distribution  of  the  disease  in  the  Wards  is  shown  in  Table  II. 
Laygate  and  Holborn  Wards  have  the  highest  mortality  ;  the  four 
Xorthern  Wards  have  onh^  8  deaths.  A  special  report  on 
Diarrhoea  was  presented  to  the  Health  Committee  iji  October. 
In  connection  with  this  report  enquiries  were  made  regarding  the 
liousing  and  feeding  of  50  children  who  died  from  Diarrhoea  during 
the  summer.  The  results  of  these  enquiries  showed  that  few,  if 
any,  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  better  residential  portions  of 
the  town.  The  cause  of  tlie  disease  is  food  pollution,  principally 
by  dust  and  flies.  Only  4  of  the  50  children  were  solely  breast-fed. 
The  bottle-fed  baby  is  particularly  liable  to  this  disease  unless  great 
precautions  are  taken.  Dirty  back  streets  and  yaids  sujjply  the 
material  to  pollute  the  food.  Defective  paving  allows  the  subsoil 
to  become  sodden  with  filth.  Of  the  48  yaids  inspected  at  this 
time,  only  three  had  a  single  tenant,  26  had  two  tenants  each  ;  6 
had  three  tenants  ;  6  had  four  ;  and  1  had  five  ;  while  3  had  six 
tenants  each.  This  is  note-worthy  and  shows  the  danger  of 
common  yards.  It  is  a  matter  of  daily  experience  that  gross  un¬ 
cleanliness  of  the  yards  and  privies  cannot  be  efficiently'^  dealt  with 
owing  to  the  difficulty  in  fixing  responsibility'.  There  is  ev'ery 
reason  to  believe  that  greater  cleanliness  of  the  houses  and  .mprove- 
ment  in  habits  would  save  almost  all  these  lives. 
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Measles  caused  24  deaths,  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  0.22  per 
1,000  of  tlie  population.  The  ages  at  death  were,  8  under  1  yeai- ; 
14  between  1  and  5  years  ;  2  from  5  to  10  ;  and  1  over  35.  The 
outbreak  at  the  end  of  1904  continued  into  the  early  months  of 
this  year,  21  of  the  24  deaths  occurring  before  the  end  of  April. 

Whooping  Cough  caused  64  deaths  ;  28  under  1  year  ;  34  from 
1  to  5  ;  and  2  over  5.  This  disease  al.so  continued  from  the  previous 
winter  ;  40  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  five  months  of  1^)5,  and 
only  5  in  the  last  3  months  of  the  year. 

Schools  and  Infectious  Disease. — The  following  Table  shows  the 
cleusses  and  departments  in  the  Council  Schools  clo.sed  during  1905 
on  account  of  Infectious  Disease.

This  compares  very  favourably  with  1904,  when  27  closing  orders 
were  obtained.  I  would  here  thank  the  teachers,  and  in  paiticular 
the  head  mistresses  of  the  Infants’  Schools,  for  the  way  in  which 
they  have  helped  to  produce  this  satisfactory  result  by  watching 
for  and  at  once  repotting  illness  among  their  scholars. 

At  the  request  of  the  Health  Committee,  a  report  was  made 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  May  23rd,  on  the  subject  of 
Infectious  Disease  among  children.  The  enormous  mortality  under 
5  years,  and  the  danger  of  collecting  these  very  young  cliildien 
together  in  schools  was  emphasised.  On  August  2nd  the 
Council  resolved  that  children  under  5  years  should  not  be  admitted 
to  the  schools.  It  is  too  early  yet  to  trace  the  effect  of  this  step 
in  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  among  school  children.

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The  death-rate  from  tuberculous  d'seases,  1.74  per  1.000  o'^  the 
populat'on,  is  a  great  improvement  on  previous  years,  a  reduction 
of  on  the  average  rate  for  the  5  years,  1900  to  1904. 

Wherever  a  death  from  Phthisis  occurred  during  the  year  dis¬ 
infection  of  the  room  and  its  contents  was  urged  and  in  most  cases 
carried  out.  Fifty-five  bundles  of  bedding  and  nir-s  rooms  were 
disinfected  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  fall  this  year  in  the  Tuberculosis  death-rate  is  a  sign  that 
tlie  public  is  beginning  to  realise  that  cleanliness,  light,  and  fresh 
air  are  the  means  by  which  this  dreadful  disease  is  to  be  combatted.

Among  the  admissions  to  Hospital  during  1905  are  included  one 
case  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  two  of  Enteric  Fever  from  the  Borough 
of  Tynemouth,  and  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  in  a  nurse  at  the  Hos¬ 
pital. 

Excluding  the  fatal  cases,  tlie  average  duration  of  stay  in  Hospital 
of  Scarlet  Fever  patients  was  43.2  days,  of  Enteric  Fever,  38.7  days, 
and  of  “  Suspects,”  16.2  days. 

The  fatal  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  in  Hospital  5,  6,  and  24 
days  respectively,  while  of  the  16  Enteric  Fever  fatal  cases,  nine 
were  in  Hospital  less  than  one  week,  and  four  others  between  one 
and  two  weeks. 

The  total  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  Denes  Hospital  during 
1905  is  less  than  in  any  yeai'  since  1895.

Whiteleas  SMALX.POX  HOSPITAL. — All  the  100  notified  cases  of 
Smallpox,  and  also  one  from  the  Rural  District,  were  admitted. 
There  were  also  admitted  to  the  contact-house  at  Whiteleas  445 
persons  for  purposes  of  observation  and  disinfection.  Four  deaths 
occurred  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year  (see  page  13).  The 
Hospital  was  cleared  of  patients  on  July  4th,  and  has  remained 
empty  since.

Tlie  highest  temperature  registered  during  the  year  was  81.5°  Fahr.,  on  July  14th,  and  the  lowest  temperature  25°  Fahr. 
on  April  8th.  The  greatest  rainfall  during  any  24  hours  was  0.74  inch  on  October  23rd.

Public  Health  Acts. — A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been 
done  during  the  year,  particulars  of  whicli  are  given  in  the  Tables. 
Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  tliree  instances.  In  the  first  case 
the  Magistrates  ordered  the  owner  to  trap  two  scullery  sink  waste 
pipes.  In  the  second  case  the  Magistrates  refused  to  make  an  order  • 
for  the  owner  to  abolisli  a  number  of  privy  middens  ;  and  in  the 
thud  ca.se  a  butcher  was  fined  £10  and  costs  for  liaving  had  in  lus 
possession  for  the  purpose  of  preparation  for  sale  and  intended  for 
the  food  of  man,  a  carcase  of  meat  affected  by  tuberculosis.  Regard¬ 
ing  all  the  other  meat  condemned  and  destroyed  during  the  year 
(see  Table  H.),  the  owners  had  called  in  the  Inspector. 

The  Health  I)e])artment  was  successful  in  preventing  the  con¬ 
version  of  si.x  dwellings  into  one-roomed  tenements,  some  of  which 
would  have  been  without  proper  yard  space  and  sufficient  acce.ssible 
sanitary  conveniences.  Such  a  sub-divi.sion  is  considered  by  the 
Public  Health  Acts  as  the  erection  of  a  new  building,  and  careful 
su])ervision  is  rerpiired  to  prevent  the  formation  of  insanitary  slum 
projierty. 

Hou.sing  of  the  VVobkinc!  Cla.ssk.s  Act,  1890,  Part  II. — On 
December  19th,  representation  was  made  to  the  Health  Committee 
by  the  iMedical  Officer  of  Health  that  the  property  mentioned 
below  was  not  reasonably  ca])able  of  being  made  fit  for  human 
habitation,  and  the  Committee  decided  to  take  action.

Midwtves  Act.— Thirty  Midwives  certified  under  the  Act  liave 
given  notice  of  their  intention  to  practi.se  in  tlie  Borough.  The 
appointment  of  a  female  Inspector  and  Health  Visitor  who  wonld 
supervise  them  was  being  considered  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Food  and  Duro.s  Acts. — 130  of  the  150  samples  taken  were 
found  to  be  genuine.  This  is  a  considerable  improvement  on  last 
year,  when  23  per  cent,  of  the  samples  were  defectiv^e.  Details  of 
the  samples  taken  and  the  six  prosecutions  which  followed  are  given 
in  Tables  (5.  and  I.  Tlie  use  of  preservatives  in  milk  .seems  less 
general  than  last  year.  A  circular  letter  was  sent  to  all  the  milk 
sellers  in  the  Borough  on  November  24th,  informing  them  that  the 
Council  had  decidecl  to  take  action  whenever  |)reservatives  were 
discovered  in  milk  in  the  Borough. 


Common  Lodging  Houses. — The  Inspectors  made  206  visits  to 
these  liouses  and  generally  found  them  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
Smallpox  occurred  in  a  Common  Lodging  House  in  January,  and  it 
was  only  with  difficulty  that  the  disease  was  stamped  out.  Details 
of  tills  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  report.

— There  are  now  15  houses  on  the 
legister,  that  is  four  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Back  Lanes  and  Yards. — Inspection  of  the  back  lanes  and 
yards  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  both  occasionally  and 
systematically,  and  the  tenants  have  been  advised  or  induced  to 
pay  attention  to  general  (“leanliness,  particularly  to  the  condition 
of  the  gullies,  yard  surfaces,  and  privies.  Householders  have  been 
learned  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  depositing  refu.se  and  waste 
watei'  in  the  back  streets. 
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Private  Slaughterhouses,  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milk- 
shops,  Ice  Cream  Shops. — These  have  been  regularly  inspected 
during  the  year.
